Charles Becker has obtained another 
postponement of his execution, this time 
for two days. Warden Osborne of Sing 
Sing set along the date from Wednes- 
day to Friday at the suggestion of Jus- 
tice John Ford of the Supreme Court, 
before whom arguments were made yes- 
terday for a new trial, on the ground of 
newly discovered evidence. 

After the arguments-of W. Bourke 
Cockran, Becker’s lawyer, and District 
Attorney Perkins were finished yester- 
day afternoon and the affidavits filed 
by both sides were in his hands for re- 
view, Justice Ford telephoned to Sing 
Sing and arranged for the postpone- 
ment, so that he might have more time 
in which to consider the application for 
a new trial. 

Justice Ford -will decide the case on 
the affidavits and arguments alone, 
without calling witnesses, as Mr. Cock- 
ran suggested. 

**T-don’t see that, so-far as we have 
gone, the testimony of Becker is neces- 
gary,’’ the Justice said. ‘‘ The affida- 
vits I propose to take at their face 
value. I am going to endeavor to-dis- 
pose of the case as soon as possible. 
If, in view of the shortness of time, I 
need further time, I will communicate 
with both sides.’’

Daily News says that Godfrey Isaacs, 
managing director of the Marconi Wire- 
less Telegraph Company, Limited, at the 
company’s annual meeting yesterday re- 
lated how the Germans had tried to save 
their mercantile. marine by a wireless 
message sent. at.

Eugene F, Kinkead, Sheriff of Hudson

of terminating the strike that in his 
wake rose cries that he was exceeding 
his authority. 
. .By nightfall Kinkead had punched and 
arrested Jeremiah J. Baly, formerly 
Chairman of the strikers’ committee, and 
had discredited him as a strike leader, 
showing that he never even had been an 
employe of Standard Ofl; he had 
punched and arrested as an agitator the 
I. W. W. orator, Frank Tannenbaum ; 
he had stolen a. strikers’ meeting; and 
he had forced a vote on a proposal to 
return to work with the implied promise 
of higher wages. which he himself had 
won from Standard Oil officials. When 
the strikers had voted ‘him down, his 
influence caused the strike committee 
to resign, and he persuaded 1,500 
of the leaderless men to accept him as 
leader and to return to work today.

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HUNDREDS STILL 
IN EASTLAND HULL 


Bodies Cannot Be Recovered 
Until -Vessel Is Raised— 
Estimate of Dead 1,500. 














AROUSED OVER CHARGES 








Secretary Redfield to Supervise In- 
vestigation of Alleged Laxness 
by Government Inspectors.

CHICAGO, July 26.—The latest esti- 
mate of the loss of life by the capsizing 
of the excursion steamer Hastland, Sat- 
urday morning, is 1,500. The death toll 
may exceed these figures, because it is 
reported

Coroner Hoffman is of the 
opinion that within and without the hull 
there are between 500 and 700 bodies. :If 
his opinion proves correct the death roli 
will .exceed the 1,517 shown in the above 
compilation. :

Because of the turbid condition of the 
waterin the vesasl+it 4@ hieekt aha filéd 
with débris, ‘stich as luncheén baskets, 
chairs, furniture, and other articles—the 
work of recovering bodies today was ex- 
ceedingly slow; only twel¥e bodies were 
taken out. Many others were seen by 
divers. Some of the divers said there 
were at least 200 bodies in the forward 
part of the ship, access to’ which was 
barred by heavy steel gratings and other 
impediments, impossible of removal be- 
low water. “ 7 

Suggestions to dynamite the boat are 
frowned upon because of fear, first, 
of dismemberment: of the bodies in the 
steamer and, secont, pecause the ex- 
plosion might destroy all eviden or 
the condition of the ballast tanks when 
the steamer capsized. it is deemed 
highly. imnportant that ‘these rtions 
of the vessel be not disturbed, since 
their condition may vitally affect the 
fixing of the responsibility for the acci- 
dent. It is probable, however, that small 
small charges of. dynamite will be ex- 
pioded in the Chicago River tomorrow 
in an endeavor to bring bodies to the 
surface. 

One of the bodies recovered today was 
that of Mary Clark, voted recently the 
prettiest girl in_the Hawthorne plant 
of the Western Electric Company. She 
wag 18 years old, blond and fair. She 
was to have been ueen of the Festiv- 
ities’’ at the picnic Saturday. 

The Eastland lies on her. beam ends in 
water from twelve feet deep landward 
to. twenty-three feet riverward. Her 
spars project beyond the middle of the 
river. To the east and west are centre 

ier bridges. The boat cannot be 
draaged as it lies out into deeper water. 
In deep water, with plenty of room 
around the boat to work in; derrick 
scows could be stationed on four sides 
and the vessel could be dragged to, the 
surface and pumped out. Owing to the 
short distance between the keel and the 
pier, cofferdamming, which was em- 
ployed in raising the Maine, cannot, be 
made practical. Neither can the East- 
land be buoyed with compressed air, as 
is frequently done. j

LONDON, July 26.—The American . 
steamer Leelanaw, from’ Archangel, 
Russia, on July 8 for Belfast, with a 
cargo of flax, was sunk last night by 
a German’ submarine off the Orkney 
Islands. All the crew has landed 
safely at Kirkwall. The steamer was 
owned by the Harby Steamship Com- 
pany of New York, 

When the Leelanaw was hailed and 
the submarine commander found that 
she’had a cargo of flax which Ger- 
many has declared to be contraband, 
he ordered the steamer’s erew to take 
to their boats and come aboard ‘the 
submarine. When they got aboard 
the German craft she. fired about.a 
dozen shots at the steamer.“ ~~ - 

The submarine then proceeded to- 
ward the Orkney Islands with the 
Léelanaw's crew, and when lend was 
sighted they were. ordered ‘to return 
to their boats and.the submarine dis- 
appeared. — . ie 18 Beak me 

The Leelanaw‘s crew is expected to 
reach Dundee tomorrow, when it will 
be possible to obtain a full account 
of the sinking of the vessel. 

The episode has created widespread 
discussion in England, coming as: it 
did almost coincident with the ‘deliv- 
ery of the American note to Germany. 

Sunk by Shells and Bombs. 

Only meagre accounts of the de- 
struction of. the Leelanaw have been 
received ‘here, but it is clear. that the 
submarine gave the commander of the 
steamer ample warning, even per- 
mitting the crew to collect part of 
their effects . before taking™ them 
aboard the underwater craft, ‘which 
then, through the combined: use of 
shell fire ahd bombs, sent the vessel

- - ABUSES PRESIDENT 


Calls Hiin *“Politieal Bariknipt;” 
Says He Violated His Oath, 
Threatens Him With Defeat.

UTICA, N. Y., July 27.—Henry Weis- 
mann of Broklyn, State President of the 
German-American Alliance, at today’s 
Volkfest charged President Wilson with 
having violated his oath of office and 
declared that he was influenced by Wall 
Street. Mr. Weismann said in part: 

“A war with Germany inevitably 
means an alliance with England and its 
allies. Such an alliansce will project 
this country into a world conflict, with 
all its. direful consequences, and the re- 
sult would be that American democracy 


would cease to exist. The men who are 
upholding the President’s hands are the 
ones who are engaged in forming .the 
National League of Security. ‘These men 
demand a big, strong military establish- 


ment. 

“Behind this demand. stands Morgan, 
the chief pirate of Wall Street. Be- 
hind him stand the financiers of Wall 
Street, mostly allied with the financiers 
of England in floating a loan of $100,- 
000,000 to enable the war to be pros- 
ecuted. These men—like Choate, Root, 

e, Gardner—all of them in their 
public careers have never said an hon- | 
est ‘word for the interests of the people. 
Not one of these. fellows ever ivo- 
cated the cause of the people, but of 
the money power of the country. The 
money power wants war to save the 
millions they have poured into Huro- 
pean coffers.” (Applause.) 

Declaring President Wilson’s note to 
be an ultimatum, Mr. Weismann con- 
tinued: 

‘“*I feel that I must differ from_ the 
President in any act that brings on dan- 
ger. I accuse him of having violated his 
oath of office by transgressing the Con- 
stitution that defines the powers of the 
Executive separates them from the 
legislative and other departments. His 
one-sided neutrality is tgp on war 
with Germany. policy closes the 
door to further discussion and is not in 
accord with the humanitarian principles 
laid down by Bryan in the last two years 
advocating arbitration.

As President he has, by 
his policies, forfeited his re-election 
an@ unless some grave situation should 
arise that would require it, his re-elec- 
tion fs doomed. nder the Constitu- 
tion how can the President of the 
United States send an ultimatum to 
Europe? ,By this he has created a situ- 
ation that if Germany by chance should 
kill a single American, Congress, to u 
hold his hand and protect him, would 
put forth the most unjust declaration 
of war ever penned. It. behooves ur to 
stand firm and together. ; 
“What the German-American Alli- 
ance needs is @ Kaempfer champion. 
I am willing to undertake this -great 
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Germany. would ‘make no answer to 
‘the American note except indirectly 
by a statement of the Chancellor in 
the Reichstag, which reconvenes at 
the ‘middie of August.

“We must now prepare for very’ 
difficult negotiations; yes, even for 
our relations with America becoming 
much worse.

Would Be “Deliberately Polite.” 


He criticises the note for its alleged 
errors of fact and its alleged contra- 
dictions, but he takes particular um- 
brage at the phrase “deliberately un- 
friendly,” saying “we beg to reserve 
to ourselves the privilege of deter- 
mining against Whom we are going to 
be ‘deliberately unfriendly.

On the right wing Monte dei 
Busti was won and lost several times, 
the greater part of it finally remain- 
ing in our possession. 

The struggle everywhere was char- 
acterized by the greatest determina- 
-tion, notably in the wood, from which 
the enemy, strongly intrenched, had 
to be driven at the point of the bayo- 
net. The enemy employed against us 
asphyxiating bombs and grenades, our 
goldiers protecting themselves with 
masks. At the end of the day 1,600 
prisoners, 30 of whom were Officers, 
remained in our hands. 

No event of special importance is 
reported on the rest of the front. 
An earlier bulletin, dated Sunday

CONAN DOYLE WANTS 
TROOPS TO WEAR ARMOR 


Says Mortality Would be Greatly 
_ Reduced—Tells Where It 
Should be Used.

LONDON, Tuesday, July 27.—Writing 
to The Times on the proposal that the 
British troops be equipped with armor, 
Sir Arthur Conan Doyle says: 

“Such actions: as that of May 9, 
where several brigades lost nearly hal: 
their numbers in endeavoring to rush 
over the 400 yards which separated us 
from the German trenches, must make 
it clear that it is absolutely impossible 
for unprotected troops to pass over a 
zone which is swept by machine guns. 
Therefore you must either forever aban- 
don such attacks, or you must find arti- 
ficial protection for the men. 

“It has always seemed to me extraor- 
dinary that the innumerable cases 
where Bible, cigarette case, watch, or 
some other chance article has saved a 
man’s life have not set us scheming so 
as to do systematically what has so 














roften been the result of a happy chance. 


“Your correspondents have mentioned 
the objection that any protection may 
itself be broken and that splinters of it 
May aggravate the wound. One answer 
to that would be to arm only those 

oints where a wound would in any case 
Be mortal. These points are really very 
few, and no great weight of metal would 
be needed to protect them.” 

Sir Conan Doyle suggests that) each 
man should. wear, first, a helmet. sev- 
ondly, a curved plate of highly| tem- 
pered steel not more than a foot jin di- 
ameter over the heart, and, thirfily, a 
similar plate covering the abdome t. He 
says: 

“ With, these three precautions the 
death r&te should be greatly ré¢duced 
from rifle and machine gun fire, ¢s also 
from shrapnel. Nothing, of course, will 
avail against a direct shell burst, but, 
granting that, individual life would be 
saved. ; | 

“This does not bear upon the cap- 
ture of a position, since so many, would 
fall wounded, that the weight of’ attack 
would be spent before the stormers 
reached the trenches. For this armor 
which will give complete: protection is 
needed, and since the weight of this is 
more than a.man can readily carry, it 
must be pusheg in front upon wheels. 

“I picture a — number of plates 
held together like the shields of a 
Roman tortoise, and pushed by men 
who crouch behind them. Others are 
fixed sideways upon their wheels, and 
are used upon the flank of the advance 
to prevent an enfilading fire. There is 
not one tortoise which would attract 
the concentrated fire of artillery, but 
each company or platoon forms its own. 
These numerous armor-plated bodies 
rush with small loss over the space 
which has already been cleared as far 
as possible of obstacles, and so have 
some ehance of reaching the enemy’s 
line, not as an exhausted fragment, but 
as a vigorous storming party, with 
numbers intact.’’ 


BRITISH CREDIT IN NEW YORK 


London Official Circles Doubt the 
Feasibility of a Loan.

So 
far as the Canadian Government loan 
in New York -is ,concerned it assists 
London, of. course, indirectly, since it 
Saves recourse to this market for bor- 
rowing and aiso helps our exchange 
with New York by relieving the neces- 
sity for gold exports from Canada.” 


BRITISH SHIPYARDS ACTIVE. 


442 Vessels Building — Tonnage

SOLDIERS CHEER PARIS.

PARIS, July 26.—A wave of optimism 
is now flooding Paris, due principally to 
rumors of approaching action by neutral 
nations, and also ‘to a thousand soldiers 
on leave. Foain’s cartoon in yester- 
day’s L’Opinion puts the situation aptly. 
A soldier in a trench, about to. enjoy 
leave, says to his comrades: ,Good- 
bye. I must go to cheer them up. 

All the scidiers are exceedingly confi- 
dent, and say the Germans are dispirit- 
ed and surrender readily. The German 
line, reputed impregnable, has often 
nearly broken, particularly at the time 
the Moroccan division swept through 
near Douai so swiftly as to outdistance 
the reinforcements and be compelled to 
retreat when victory seemed won. 

The prospect of Italo-Turkish hostili- 
ties induces the Temps to say: ‘* We 
foresee Italian collaboration at the 
Dardanelles, as a result of the rupture 
which the Italian press announces as 
imminent.’’ ‘These factors combine to 
produce an atmosphere of cheerfulness 
with which Paris has been unfamiliar 
since the first successful offensive in 
Alsace.

A BOOK ON THE WAR 
Kaiser's Fifth Son Describes Fight- 
ing.

A supplement to Field Marshal. Sir John 
Yrench’s report of the second battle of 
Ypres shows that while Lord: Lansdowne 
was telling the Hoyse of Lords on July 
18 that the. British had approximately 
440,000 to 460,000 men ‘‘ at this moment 
in the European theatre,’’ several divis- 
ions of the ‘‘new’’ army had already ar- 
rived in France’ and been inspected by 
the British Commander in Chief and the 
French Generalissimo. 

Military experts have declared that the 
British, in order to hold their front of 
thirty-two miles in Belgium and France, 
must have at least 480,000 on the line— 
reckoning 15,000 to the. mile. In May 
two experts, one French and one English, 
estimating independently, placed the 
British force at the front at 540,000 men, 
including reserves. 

Travelers south of the lines have for 
several weeks declared that great areas 
of land had been turned into manoeu- 
vring grounds for the “new” army, 
but this is the first time that the pres- 
ence of this army in France _has_re- 
ceived official confirmation. Sir John 
French’s supplementary report is un- 
dated, but it is published in the London 
papers of July 16, and reads in part: 

.“ Since the date of my last report 
some divisions of the “ new ’’ army have 
arrived in this country.. 

‘*I made a close inspection of one divi- 
sion, formed up on parade, and have at 
various times seen several units belong- 
ing to others. 

“These divisions have i 
little experience in actual fighting, but, 
judging from all I have seen, I am of 
opinion that they ought to prove a val- 
uable addition to any fighting force. 

‘““As regards the infantry, their phy- 
sique is excellent, while their bearing 
and appearance on parade reflects great 
credit on the officers and staffs respon- 
sible for their training. The units ap- 
pear to be thoroughly well officered and 
commanded. The equipment is in good 
order and efficient. 

‘Several units of artillery have been 
tested in the firing line behind the 
trenches, and I hear very good reports 
of them. Their’ shooting has been ex- 
tremely good, and they are quite fit to 
take their places in the line. 

“As I was desirous that the French 
Commander in Chief should see some- 
thing of the British troops, I asked Gen- 
eral Joffre to be kind enough to inspect 
a division on parade. 

“The General accepted my invitation, 
and on May 27 he inspected the Seventh 
Division, under the command of Major 
General H. de la P. Gough, C. B., which 
was resting behind the trenches. 

“General Joffre subsequently ex- 
presseq to me in‘a letter the pleasure it 
gave him to see the British troops, and 
his appreciation of their appearance on 
parade. He requested me to make this 

nown to all ranks.’’

Germans Nearing Novo Georgievsk. 


BERLIN, July 26, (via London.)—The 
War Office today gave out the follow- 
ing official report on the progress of 
hostilities: 

In the Eastern war theatre.—North 
of the River Niemen the army under 
General von Biilow has reached the 
district of Poswol-Poniowitz. Wher- 
ever the enemy has offered resistance 
he has been beaten. We captured over 
1,000 prisoners. 

On the Narew front our troops 
forced a crossing of the river. Fur- 
thermore, both above and below Os- 
trolenka our troops are slowly pushing 
the enemy back in the direction of the 
River Bug. The Russians are offering 
obstinate resistance to these advances. 
Here, also, we captured about 1,00) 
Russians and more than forty machine 
guns. 

On the northwest front our troops 
are advancing toward the group of 
fortifications around . Novo’ Geor- 
gievsk and Warsaw. 

In the southeastern theatre of the 
war north of Wojslawice and south 
of Chelm on the River Bug German 
troops in the recent fighting pushed 
the enemy still further back. Yester- 
day we captured here 11 officers, 1,457 
men, and 11 machine guns. Otherwise 
the situation west of the Vistula and 
with the allied armies under General 
von Mackensen shows no change. 


VIENNA, July 26, (via London.)—Thé 
following officcial communication was 
issued today: 

South of Sokol (Northern Galicia) 
our troops captured a vantage int 
strategically important for our bridge- 
head on the eastern bank of the Bug.

LONDON, Tuesday, July 27.—There 
has been a clean sweep from the Rus- 
sian War Office of the men responsible 
for the shortage in ammunition, accord- 
ing to the correspondent at Petrograd 
of The. Daily Mail. ; : 

The correspondent reports the exist- 
ence in the Russian capital of a more 
cheerful feeling at the courageous re- 
sistance which the Russian armies are 
making to the Austro-German advance. 
He-adds that the frank .admission by 
thé authorities is now made for the 


first time publicly that no large Russian 
counter-offensive is “ possible. until. the 
mobilization of industry bears fruit in 
a largely increased supply of munitions. 

‘* Now that the War Minister, the. As-

Announcement was made today by. de-

Relief Fund Now $300,000. 


The fund for the relief of families be- 
reaved by the disaster now amounts to 
$300,000, and is rapidly being augmented. 
The Western Electric Company, ‘more- 
over, has. made an appropriation of 
$100,000 for the benefit of its employes 
who suffered in the disaster, and has 
established a relief bureau for the dis- 
tribution of the funds. In addition it 
will pay for many funerals of victims. 
The company’s plant, employing more 
than 10, persons, remained closed to- 


ay. 
Insurance companies today gave aid 
to many bereaved families by promptly 
aying death claims without waiting 
or formal claims to be presented. They 
then sent collectors out to find the 
beneficiaries.. Insurance managers esti- 
mated that between 50 and 75 per 
cent. of the Eastland victims held poli- 
cies, the average amount being $300. 
They predict that $500,000 would be paid 
to families of victims during the. week. 
Funerals were held today for a few 
of the dead, and. many more were 
pmaned for tomorrow, but most of the 
urials will take place on' Wednesday. 
Bishop McDowell of the *Methodist 
Church,- and -Bishop Samuel Fallows of 
the Reformed Episcopal Church, ‘taok 
charge of the funeral sermon arrange- 
ments and gathered volunteer clergy- 
men to officiate at the obsequies of 
those who had no other arrangements. 


FEDERAL INQUIRY __ 
QUICKLY STARTED 


Redfield Goes to Chicago to Take 
Charge in Person—Gregory 
Resents Shielding. Charge.

WASHINGTON, July 26.—In . pursu- 
ance of President Wilson’s direction that 
the Eastland disaster be thoroughly in- 
vestigated by the Government authori- 
ties, Secretary. Redfield of ‘the Depart- 
ment of Commerce started tonight from 
Syracuse, where he had spent Sunday, 
to be in Chicago tomorrow to take gen- 
general charge of the inquiry. ‘George 
Uhler, Supervising Inspector General of 
the Steamboat Inspection Service, who 
is on the Pacific Coast, has beén ordered 
to Chicago for the investigation. The 
Solicitor of the Department of Com- 
merce, Albert L. Thurman, left this 
afternoon for Chicago, to assist in rep- 
resenting the Department before the 
Federal Grand Jury that will investi- 
gate the disaster. 

The Department of Justice announced 
that it had ordered an investigation to 
ascertain whether any criminal statute 
had been violated. Attorney General 
Gregory wired H. G. Clabaugh, Superin- 
tendent of the Chicago office of the 
Department’s Bureau of Inspection, to 
make a thorough investigation of the 
possible violations of the Federal Steam- 
boat laws and to co-operate with Fed- 
eral District Attorney Clyne. 

A telegram was received-at the White 
House from Senator J. Hamilton Lewis 


of Illinois, denouncing the .Steamboat- 
Inspection Service as inefficient and 
charging that officials high up were in- 
volved in responsibility for the Eastland 
horror.. This telegram was referred to 
the Department of Commerce. That De- 
partment. received a dispatch from a 
citizen of Chicago asserting that United

Redfield Seeks Light, Not Heat.

“The people will, I think,’’ Secretary 
Redfield continued, ‘‘ await the result of 
the careful inquiry which must follow, 
and will not be disposed to accept the 
judgments—some of them interested— 
which seem to be pronounced in advance 
ef. the taking .of testimony. The De- 
partment of Commerce will welcome the 
fullest light from any point of view. 
Certainly I shall not assume in advance 
of the receipt. of testimony that any 
particular person has done wrong or 
committed an error. With equal cer- 
tainty, the department will not tolerate 
neglect or incompetency. One’s natural 
sorrow at the sad loss of life and one’s 
deep regret for the pain that has been 
caused to many of the living should 
both -be too real to permit their rushing 
into hasty and ill-considered attacks 
upon anybody.’”’

ACQUITTED HIM OF “ GRAFT” 





But Says Evidence Is Plain That a 
New York Contractor Ex- 
pected His Support, 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 26.—The reason 
why the resignation of James M. Sulli- 
van of New York from the office of 
Minister to the Dominican Republic be- 
came manifest today when the report of 

Senator James D. Phelan of California, 
who was designated by President Wil- 
son to investigate charges against the 
Minister, was made public. 

According. to Mr. Phelan the testi- 
mony showed that the appointment of 
Mr. Sullivan as Minister was due main- 
ly to the influence of persons who were 
financially interested in Dominican af- 
fairs. Chief among these, Mr. Phelan 
asserts, was William C. Beer, a New 
York, lawyer, who represented Mr. 
Jarvis of New York, organizer of the 
Banco Nacionale- of :Santo Domingo. 
Others were John G. Gray of Delaware, 
James A. Hamill of Jersey: City, Fred- 
erick Ryan of New York, and James 
K. McGuire, former Mayor of Syracuse, 
N. Y. Mr. Beer was anxious, Mr. Phe- 
lan says, to obtain’ the transfer of the 
Dominican customs revenues, which 
were collected by an American agent, 
to the Banco Nacionale. i 

Mr. Phelan says it was apparent that 
Mr, Sullivan did not possess the qyali- 
fications required for the post. He ac- 
quits Mr.’ Sullivan of charges of in- 
temperance, and also of having received 
‘graft’ from: persons, having ‘interests 
in Santo Domingo, But there was evi- 
dence, says: Mr. , Phelan. that a New 
York contractor. paid money to a rep- 
resentative of some of the interests 
which supported:.Mr. Sullivan’s candi- 
dacy on assurances that Mr. Sullivan 
cunts be influenced by these interests. 

Senator Phelan’s report says that soon 
after the close of the campaign in 1912 
Mr. Sullivan determined to seek public 
office. In a sketch of his life, used at 
that time, appeared the following. pas- 
sage: ‘ 

In 1912, under the direction and lead- 
ership of James K. McGuire, Mr. Sul- 
livan was on guard to prevent Mr. 
Wilson from losing any Irish-Amer- 
ican votes through mrsrepresentation. 


Senator Phelan says: 

“He first aspired to be appointed an 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney in New York. Influenced by men 
who sought the appointment of a friend- 
ly Minister to Santo Domingo to protect 
their financial interests, and who consid- 
ered him the most available candidate, 
Mr. Sullivan in May, 1913, wrote out and 
forwarded a formal application for ap- 
pga as’Minister to Santo Domingo. 

r. Sullivan was at this time indebted 
to many people in Connecticut and New 
York, and frankly states: 

‘“**T was anxious to secure this post 
for the purpose of. getting even by means 
= the good salary that goes with the 
place.’ ”’ 

The testimony shows that while Sulli- 
van was a candidate for office he was 
hounded by creatures and settled sev- 
eral judgments that had been’ hanging 
over his head. i 

“Yet,” says Mr. Phelan; ‘‘ Mr. Sulli- 
van now testifies that no one was press- 
ing:him at that time except a client who. 
threatened to expose him before. the 
Committee on Foreign Relations, where 
nding, wnless he 
returned his. fee, which t ient de- 
clared was unearned. 

“There is no doubt that the conspicu- 
ous and acknowledged supporters of Mr. 
Sullivan were John*G. Gray of Dela- 
ware, Congressman .James A. Hamill 
of New Jersey, Frederick~ Ryan, - class- 
mate and lawyer in New York, and 
James K. McGuire, former Mayor ot 
Syracuse, not to mention many others 
who wrote and spoke in his behalf. 


Mr. Beer’s Activity. 


‘“‘ There is likewise no doubt, however, 
that his most anxious and zealous ad- 
vocate was William C. Beer, lawyer, of 
New York. In view of the large finan- 
cial interests in Santo Domingo pos- 
sessed by his clients the self-efface- 
ment with, which Mr. Beer championed 
Mr. Sullivan’s cause is deserving of 
comment. 

‘“‘Mr. Beer seems to have been known 
among some of his intimates and ad- 
mirers as the ‘ Big Chief.’ Mr. Sullivan 
had been friendly with Mr. Beer since 
1904 and had received some legal busi- 
ness from him. They met now and then, 
before and after the appointment, at 
conferences in the. Union saanegie Club 
in New York’ City and at hotels in 
n. Mr. Sullivan testified, ‘I 
met Mr. Beer, casually, in the New 
Willard Hotel about the’ time of my 
appointment; ’ but other testimony, Mr. 
Sullivan’s own and others, indicates 
thet these meetings were far from 
casual. 

‘“‘Mr. Beer’s support was suspected by 
the State Department and became sv 
fervid that the Secretary of State de- 
manded of Mr. Sullivan whether Mr. 
Beer was for him, and Mr. Sullivan tes- 
tified, ‘I did not say, no.’ But he kept 
the Secretary in the dark. Mr. Sullivan 
then went off and got a classmate to 
act as sponsor. It was just at this time 
that Mr. Beer, signing ‘ W. C. B.,’ was 
writing ‘Dear Billy’ (William McGinnis 
of Washington, formerly in the railway 
mail. service,) that he ‘ had not slept six 
hours until Jim came along.’ 

***T suggest that you do everything 
to get Mr. Preston to call Jim’s in- 
dorsement to the attention of Mr. Bryan.

Sullivan Dented Beer’s Support. 
- “ And yet Mr. Sullivan deniés in his 
formal answer that Mr. Beer furthered 
his‘ candidacy, and in doing so répre- 
sented the Banco Nacionale and the 
Jarvis interests. Mr. Beer succceded in 
establishing close relations with others 


of Mr.  Sullivan’s supporters. Mr. 
Gray, asi early 'as in ‘the. succeeding 
January, represented in the. depart- 
ments at..Washington,. the, Banco 
Nacionale; and the Jarvis’ interests, 
Mr. ‘ Beer’s clients.’ Congressman 
Hamill met Mr. Beer in May, 1913,,and 
had many conferences with him at the 
Union League Club, and Mr. Beer made 
the' Congressman his representative 
when Mr. Beer was in Europe. 

“Mr. Sullivan and Mr. Beer succeed- 
ed in Keeping from the Secreta of 
State the knowledge that Mr. Sullivan 
had the support of thesé: special, inter- 
ests, and made such use of other in- 
dorsements that.

BRITAIN ANSWERS

the two Governments as to the “ prin- 
ciples of law ”’ applicable in the prize 
court proceedings in cases involving 
American interests, and in order to 
avoid any misunderstanding as to the 
attitude of the United States, the United 
States informed the British Govern- 
ment that ‘in so far as the interests 
of American citizens are concerned, it 
will insist upon their rights under the 
principles and rules of international law 
as hitherto established governing neu- 
tral trade in time of war without lim- 
itation or impairment by Orders in Coun- 
cil or other municipal legislation py the 
British Government, and will not recog- 
nize the validity of prize court proceed- 
ings taken under restraints imposed by 
British municipal law in derogation of 
the rights. of American citizens under 
international law.”’ 

The new British note, according to the 
understanding, was in fact inspired 
chiefly by the two latter communica- 
tions from this Government rather than 
the note of March 30, to which, it was 
said, Great Britain had not been con- 
templating a reply.. 


Our Reply to Be Delayed. 

The State Department had about com- 
pleted the draft of a new note to be 
sent to Great Britain, protesting against 
the manner of enforcement of the Brit- 
ish Order in Council policy, especially 
with relation to American neutral ship- 


ments bound for Holland ang other neu- 
tral countries. In view of the receipt 
of the new: note from the British Gov- 
erhment it is understood that the Amer- 
ican: note will now be amplified so as to 
serve aS a response particularly to the 
British contention in its latest com- 
munication that Great Britain has not 
departed from recognized principles of 
international law, but has merely al- 
tered the application of principles, 
which were observed by the United 
States Government in the civil war. 

Throughout the British communica- 
tion, which the State Department will 
make public Wednesday, runs the argu- 
ment that the principles underlying the 
Orders in Council, prize court rules, and 
Board of Trade orders are the same as 
those applied by the United States in 
the treatment of the Bermuda, the Dol- 
phin, the Pearl, and other vessels in the 
civil war. 

The British note argues’ that the 
principles to which the British Gov- 
ernment contends it is adhering, are 
those which are usually observed by a 
nation at war and in command of the 
sea when attempting a blockade, but 
the circumstances confronting England 
are such that the usual form of block- 
ade to prevent goods entering or leaving 
the principal ports of Germany will not 
meet the situation. 

It is asserted by Great Britain that 
the policy of the British Government 
is not aimed at legitimate trade between 
neutral countries, but at trade from 
neutral countries, direct to the enemy, 
or via the indirect route through neu- 
tral countries to Germany. 

The note draws a clear distinction be- 
tween legitimate trade between neutrals 
and neu s and trade between bellig- 
erents and neutrals, when the belliger- 
ent-neutral commerce passes through 
other neutral countries. The note points 
out that as an evidence of the desire of 
the British Government to interpose no 
obstacle ~between legitimate trade be- 
tween neutrals, it is willing: to permit 
to bé shipped into neutral countries 
contiguous to Germany: the amount of 
products which may necessary for 
the use of the people of such neutral 
countries.

* portant: fact in this case is that ac- 
cording to reports received the Ger- 
man commander visited the steamer, 
inquired as to the nature of her: cargo 
@nd ordered the crew to take to the 
Mi boats. before destroying her. -There 
owas none of the ruthlessness of the 
\ Lusitania case. The forms of law 
were’ observed, although the destruc- 
* ‘tion ‘of the ship appears to be a clear 
‘ vlolation of the treaty of 1828. The 
Leelanaw'’s cargo was flax, which 

» Germany has declared contraband. 

Under the treaty of 1828 it was Ger- 

‘ many’s right to stop the vessel and 

‘spend her to a German port for deten- 

tion at the pleasure of her captor, the 
owners, however, to be reimbursed for 
the loss due to the detention. In the 

. ease of the William P, Frye, which 

‘ ‘was.sunk with its cargo after the 

. qrew had been taken aboard the Ger- 

“man cruiser, Germany promptly com- 

plied with our demand for compensa- 
tion for the loss of the ship, although 
contending that the sinking of the 

Pryé was not a violation of the treaty. 

» Our position, asserted in the note of 
April 28, was that the destruction of 
the Frye was unquestionably a breach 
of the treaty: Germany will, 
course, make compensation for the 
less of the Leelanaw. 

It is open to the gravest doubt 

whether it was worth while in the 
Present state of -her relations with us 
for Germany to take this extreme 
™easure against the American ship, 
even though conyeying contraband to 
@ port of her enemy. The gain is 
certainly incommensurate ‘with. the 
risk, and there is. most serious risk in 
every attack upon a ship flying the 
‘American flag or a ship of anyp 
nationality carrying American pas- 
sengers. In Germany’s submarine ac- 

count to date the balances are heavily 
upon. the side of_loss, She has de- 
gtroyed: many English merchantmen, 

* fneluding one liner of the first class, 
and she has sunk a great number of 
fishing boats. But England’s mer- 
chant marine has increased in spite 
of the’ German efforts at destruction. 
England builds ships.faster than Ger- 
many destroys them. The effect upon 
England’s commerce is negligible, 
that increases, too. Thus, Germany 
does not sensibly diminish the volume 

' of commodities flowing to or from her 
enemy, while the work of her sub- 
marines has not in the slightest de- 
‘gree improved her own commercial 
position. She is even more closely 
igolated than ‘on ‘the ‘day when :the 
War zone proclamation was. issued. 
In the month of May this year our ex- 
ports to Germany amounted to’ $400, 
against something over $14,000,000 
last year. Certainly, there is no ap- 
preciable gain in the military sense. 
The strength of England’s navy is not 
diminished by the destruction of her 
merchant ships, and it is evident that 
her trade in war munitions is only 
very slightly affected. In what way 
does Germany profit by the operation 
of her submarines? 

The risk she incurs is all the time 
visible, it cannot be ignored. It is at 
ariy time conceivable that one of her 
overzealous submarine ramanders 
might do a deed ‘that would embroil 
her with this country. We have told

Unof- 
ficial enthusiasts demand a national 
military academy. for the -South, as 
well as one far California, and, of 
course, the Middle West must not be 
neglected. If new military academies 
were founded’ there would be a 
demand for new naval academies. 
The political impetus this movement 
would receive-ig obvious. It is at 
présent an idea to be frowned upon. 
West Point might train twice as 
many officers as it now turns out, 
and the resources of the naval acad- 
emy at Annapolis are not overtaxed. 
The army already feels the need of 
more officers, of course, but they can 
be obtained without involving the 
whole country in political turmoil 
over the selection’ of new sites for 
military academies and obscuring the 
present serious questions of State 
with new political wrinkles. For the 
proposal to build new military acad- 
emies resolves itself at .qnce into a 
political game which might detract 
the attention of members of Congress 
from more pressing business. This 
country must be protected, if it is 
ever threatened with war,:by its cit- 
izens. 

There is a widespread and appre+ 
ciably successful movement to arouse 
its citizens to the need of preparing 
themselves for military duty. The 
graduates and undergraduates of uni- 
versities who so willingly undergo 
military training every. Summer in 
the feserve camps are fitting them- 
selves to receive commissions in case 
of national trouble. ‘The officers of 
the National Guard now receive good 
training. Neither General LEONARD 
Woop nor General Funston is a West 
Pointer, and no two officers of our 
army stand higher in public esteem. 
Doubtless Harvard and the Universi- 
ty of Kansas.could provide: the na- 
tion with other good men if they 
were required.” We do’ not say this 
n- depreciation ‘of West Point. Its 
value to the country is not to be 
Mverestimated. But it needs no rival 
or auxiliary.at present. To incumber 
the country with the cost of building 
new training institutions for officers 
at a time when. so much money is 
needed to'’strengthen our defenses in 
a practical way would be the height 


of folly. 
WHAT BUSINESS WANTS. 

The Federal Trade Commission has 

been asking Western business men 
what they want, and they say they 
want the repeal of.many conspicuous 
things which the West. has been con- 
spicuous in, demanding, and has ob- 
tained. For example, one representa- 
tive of the West Coast Lumber Manu- 
facturers’” Asseciation. headed his tes- 
timony regarding what Western busi- 
ness wants with these leading require- 
ments: 

Our marine laws should be amended 
so that we can compete with vessels 
under foreign flags—so that we can 
purchase ships anywhere and operate 
them under our flag off shore and be- 
tween the Paeific and Atlantic Coasts. 

Railroad-owned ships should be per- 
mitted to operate through the Panama 
Canal from coast to coast. - 

The lumbermen should-be permitted 
to form co-operative selling agenciés to 
care for the domestic trade. 

Considering what Congress has been 
busying itself about lately, those re- 
quirements are thankless, Apparently 
the Western lumbermen are thinking 

more about their. trade than about the 
carriers of that trade. Congress, on 
the other hand, has proceeded on the 
theory thatthe competitions of. the 
carriers were more important than the 
trade. The debate upon the Panama 
tolls was more upon the profits and 
losses of the carriers than’ upon ‘how 
the payment of the tolls would affect 
either trade in general or the Panama 
Canal earnings in pafticular, The pno- 
hibition of passage through the Pan- 
ama Canal to railway-owned steam- 
ships was for the punishment of the 
railways and for the sake of competi-| 
tion; rather than for. the Aan tigi 
ment of commerce,” ,

“EMPLOYERS AND ‘MILITIAMEN. 

A communication’ in? Tun Timss 
yesterday ‘signed Quartermaster, and 
sent from Camp Whitman at Fishkill 
Plains, directed atterition anew to the 
indisposition. of some employérs to 
permit young mén to serve in the Na- 
tiqgnal Guard. Our correspondent went 
so far as to say that a number of 
‘young men in the camp had “ths 
“threat of discharge hanging over 
“ them ” for neglecting their office work 
in the week of militia duty. Of course 
‘this condition’ must be vigorously 
combated. A large number of young 
men must serve in the, National Guard 
and their service must not be made 
difficult by employers. The Guard 
exists for the protection of those em- 
ployers and .all the rest of us.. Many 
corporations have lately signified their 
intention to grant to members of the 
Guard all thé time they need for 
militia work and neither to deprive 
them of their vacations nor to reduce 
their salaries on that account. But 
if a sufficient number of employers to 
hamper the utility of the Guard still 
persist in their refusal to recognize 
the work of the citizen soldiers as 
essential to the welfare of the com- 
munity. and their own share of re- 
sponsibility-for the maintenance in the 
Guard of a high ‘state’ of efficiency, 
steps must be_ taken to teach them | 
their. Ty ue: 

The Committee on "National Guard 
Affairs of the Chamber of Commerce 
has done excellent service in the past 
in bringing employers to a realizing 
sense of their duty in regard to the 
citizen soldiery, which is relied upon 
by the nation for good service in case 
of emergency. It seems that there is 
more heroic work cut out tor the com- 
mittee. 

WEEDING OUT THE FIT. 

In Texas there has been laid before 
the people a constitutional amendment 
permittirfg qualified voters who are 
away from their homes: on. election 
day to vote wherever they may be. 
It was designed chiefly to preserve 
the voting rights of commercial trav- 
elers, though railroad conductors and 
others in similar circumstances were 
also the objects of its care. 

Whatever. disposition Texas may 
have made of. this‘ amendment—the 
results of. the voting,' which took 
place on Saturday, have not come this 
far north as~ yet—its submission 
shows a belatéd sense of the value 
of conserving the votes of intelligent 
voters which has not influenced many 
other States, including New York. 
In:this State the laws are so framed 
as to keep away from the. polls. as 
many intelligent- voters as possiblg. 
The duty of voting is brandished be- 
fore the eyes of the voter, he is as- 
sajled as the next thing to a traitor 
if ~he does not. vote, and in some 
States, like Pennsylvania, it is actu- 
ally proposed to punish him if he 
fails to vote. At the same time he 
is discouraged from voting, ‘and this’ 
State in particular makes it as hard 
for him as possible. . 

If the laws of New York were 
designed to weed out the unfit or the 
ignorant there might, be ‘room for ar- 
gument about them, but their weed- 
ing is: done among the class of prob- 
ably desirable voters. The trouble is 
not with the laws governing the elec- 
tions so much as with those govern- 
ing registration. In:a well-meant ‘ef- 
fort td prevent fraud: and the use of 
floaters our legislation has gone too 
far in the opposite direction, 

Some States guard against losing 
valuable voters -by reason. of @ 
porary absence on registration day. 
In those States'a known and ‘estab- 
lished voter, who is not a floater or 
othér suspicious person, can register 
by mail if he is away ftom home 
in the registration period, ° Our State. 
not only makes this. impossible in 
Cities, but so arranges its registration 
days as to make certain the dig- 
ftanchiseméent' of many ~ citizens. 
There are four regigtration days, two 
days, Friday and. Saturday, in one 
week, and two in thé next. § If a 
tmhan’s business calls him out of town 
on one, Saturday ‘it. is likely to. call’

By “ understand” the, eeitbiic of. ‘the 
article probably or presumably meant 
something else, and our real fault in his 
eyes is unwillingness or inability to jus- 
tify the doing by Germany of anything 
that is, or seems to her, advantageous. 
For really there is nothing at all myste- 
rious about the German position, as a 
Position, except the fact that it has been 
taken by a people whose high civilization 
and culture have hitherto been -widely 
and heartily recognized - by all other 
nations claiming ‘a share of the same 
superiorities. 

But why should anybody assume that 
in regard to the moralities and proprie- 
ties of conduct, national or individual— 
in regard, that is, to right and wrong— 
there ‘is a German standpoint either to 
understand or to take? To do that is, to 
say the least of it, bad policy, for if there 
is a German rightness,-as distinguished 
from other rightness, all hopes of an 
‘aereement with the holders of a different 
code must be abandoned and no basis 
exists on which peace in the world can 
either bé made or maintained. 

The mistake of the Berlin editor is one 
into which certain residents of this coun- 
try have also fallen. They, too, instead 
of viewing and‘ discussing. the relations 
between the United States and Germany 
from thé premise that both ought to do 
what is right, start from the very, differ- 
ent beginning that antagonism to things 
done by Germany is wrong and that crit- 
icism of her policies proves hatred of 
Germans. It is not by creating an .“* is- 

e’’ that our citizens of Gérman birth 
or descent will win for their Fatherland 
the sympathy of which it stands so.much 
in need—the sympathy that; would be 50 
valuable to it—the sympathy the loss of 
which is costing Germany so much now 
and will cost her so much: more in the 
future. ; ; 

Americans, at least when. they are 
speaking carefully, do not assert or even 
admit that there is an ‘‘ American stand- 
point” either to understand or to mis- 
understand. They approach the situation 
on the theory that itis one of like aspect, 
to all well-intentioned and. enlightened 
observers, and they expect all such ob- 
servers to draw from it like conclusiots, 
the result of applying established princi- 
ples to the data it provides.

Japanese war. In the whole course of 
the history of foreign intercourse with 
China all questions connected with 
trade had. only two sides—the foreign 
and: Chinese points of view—until the 
present’ war brought about a radical 
change. Even ‘with respect to loans, | 
railway and other: concessions, the 
various nations. thought: it. best to 
present a ‘‘united front” to China. 
The United States was one of the pe: 
ties to, the ‘“‘ Four-Power Group.’ in 
1910, and just. before. President Wilson 
changed American policy in’ China the 
combination known as the “ Six-Power 
Group '" was composed of British, Ger- 
man, French, Russian, .American and 
Japanese interests, in equal proportions. 
‘The terms of the ‘‘ Five-Nation loan,”’ 
concluded jn 1913,, were not very flat- 
tering to the sovereign rights of China;

Politically, '.also,"-conflict was avoided 
by the ‘simple course of each nation 
having its own sphete of ‘influence, not 
exactly by drawing hard and fast boun- 
dary lines.

Jordan Lawrence Mett, President and 
Trustee of the J.-L. Mott Iron Works, 
one of the oldest members of. the 
.Chamber of Commerce and for many 
years a notable figure in the life of the 
city, died last night at 6 o’clock at the 
old Mott homestead, 2,122 Fifth Avenue, 
in’ his’ eighty-sixth year. With him at 
the time of his death, which was due to 
the infirmities of old ag¢, were his son- 
in-law, Charles F, McLean, former 
Justice of the: Supreme Court and his 
wife, who was Miss Marie Mott, Mr. 
and’ Mrs. Jordan L. Mott, Jr., and Dr. 
E. W., Perkins of 210 West 131ist Street, 

Mr. Mott came of distinguished an- 
cestry, being. descended from Adam 
Mott, who came -to this country from 
Essex, England, and settled in New 
Amsterdam before 1647.. His grand- 
father, Jacob Mott, was prominent.in 
politics in this city and was an Alder- 
man during 1804-10, President of. the 
}-Board of Atdermen when De Witt: 
Clinton was ‘Mayor, and for’a time ‘was 
Acting. Mayor. » His memory: is perpetu- 
ated by Mott Street, which was named 
after him. Through the wife of Jacob 
Mott, who was 4 member of the Law- 
rence family of Long Island, Mr. Mott 
was Yrelated to Captain James Lawrence,. 
the naval hero of the War of 1812. 

Mr, Mott was born in William Street, 
thé. city -homé of ‘the ‘family at ‘that 
time, and regeived his early educa- 
‘tion at Irving Institution in Tarty- 
town. Later he attended the Uhi- 
versity of the City of Wew York, but left’ 
during his junior year at’the age of 20 
to join his ‘father in business. His father 
was Jordan L., Mott, the first of ‘the 
name, and who founded the iron works 
that grew into the present company. He 
wasan inventor, and miade the first 
Stove for burning anthracite coal.

Startles Democratic Associates.

ALBANY, July '26.—If the Constitu- 
tional Convention ‘should accept a. pro- 
posal reported favorably tonight by the 
Committée on: Industrial Relations, the 
new Industrial ‘Board, which has’ super- 
vision’ over manufacturing establish- 
ments and working conditions, would 








‘have what ‘amounts virtually to legis- 


lative» power. The. proposal would’ give 


the Legislature power to delegate to. any 
officer, board, or commission the right 
to modify and supplement iaws ‘‘ for the 
protection and welfare of any class:.or 
classes.’” 

The proposal was presented. by ex- 
Speaker Alffed E. Smith, and was re- 
ported in somewhat amended form, but 
with the substance unchanged. Mr. 
Smith is a Democrat, but the amend- 
ment nevertheless caused a stir ,among 
some of his colleagues of the minority, 
who believed that it might enable em- 
ployers in the canning industry to obe 
tain through the industrial Board au- 
thority to work women and children as 
long as they might desire in the busy 
season. In other industries women and 
children are permitted to work only 
fifty-four hours a week. A sixty-hour 
week for canners is permitted under the 
present law. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner, who fought 
the Canners’ bill in the: last Legislature, 
said tonight .that. he’ might move to 
amend the Smith proposal in order to 
make it impossible to overwork women 
and children in any ‘industry. 

**On the whole, though, I can see no 
danger in the proposed amendment,' 
said Senator Wagner. ‘4 Legisla- 
ture that would delegate to the Indus- 
trial Board power to break down the 
wholesome restrictions against overwork- 
ing women and children - undoubtedly 
would be willing in the more direct 
way to pass laws which would: accom- 
plish the same mischief. On the other 
and, it is essential that the Legislature 
should have the right to delegate. the 
broad: powers of. regulation this amend+ 
ment contemplates to a body that, like 
the Industrial Board, must _ adjust. its 
rulings to conditions which vary greatly. 
Take, for instance, smoking in factories, 
which is prohibited by law. It might 
be perfectly safe to permit smoking in 
some factories, while it would be unsafe 
to permit it in others. That is merely 
an example.’’ :
